CIVIL SERVICE TR4IXIXC. 


Developing young men and women 
to take public 
positions with full 
knowledge of the duties to be imposed 
and thereby create a hlffher efficiency 
among public officials is the purpose 
of the bill introduced bv Senator Les- 
lie E Hewitt of Los Angeles for the 
establishment of the California School 
of Civil Service Training, to be a part

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Regard- 
ing the public demonstration in Con- 
stantinople Jast night In which Nazlm 
Pasha, the former war minister and 
commander ot the Turkish, army, was 
killed, the Turkish embassy received 
today the following cablegram from 
the minister of foreign affairs of Tur- 
key: 


"For some time there Has been man- 


ifested a feeling of discontent among- 
the people against 
the 
cabinet of 


Kiamil Pasha, who, foreseeing a popu- 
lar movement, thought it better to 
take strong measures for repressing It. 
A larffa crowd went yesterday to the 
Sublime Porte in order to manliest 
the feeling of the nation. At the mo- 
ment of entering the Sublime Porte- an 
aide de camp of the ex-grand vizier, 
prompted by an excess of zeal, or, 
perhaps, by fear, drew his revolver 
and killed one of the crowd, which, 
although It had been peaceful up to 
that moment, had to reply to the un- 
expected attack. 


"While this exchange of shots was 
taking place, Nazim Pasha, hurriedly 
coming out from the council to see 
what was taking place, was struck by 
a shot and mortally wounded." 


KILJGED RESTORING ORDER. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Jaa. 25.—Naz- 


im Pasha, 
the 
commander of the 
Turkish army, received 
his 
death 


wound 
while 
expostulating with a 


crowd of demonstrators for having 
become embr-oiled in a conflict at the 
Grand Vizlerate. The official version 
of the affray, which, is termed a "re- 
grettable incident," was issued last 
night. 


When the demonstrators, it says, 


headed by Bnver Bey, one of the lead- 
ers of the Young Turk party pene- 
trated the Grand Vizierate in an at- 
tempt to enter the council chamber, 
they were stopped by Faflz Bey, aide- 
de-camp 
to 
the grand vizier, who, 
drawing his revolver, fired a shot at 
them. 
The aide-de-camp of Nazim 
Pasha also fired at the crowd, his bul- 
let striking Mehmed Nedjif, one of 
\he demonstrators. The demonstrators 
thereupon replied and Nazlm's aide- 
de-camp was Instantly killed. 
Nazlm 
Pasha, who was tn the council cham- 
ber, heard the shots and rushed out- 
side. 
Facing the demonstrators he 


upbraided 
them, 
calling them ill- 


mannered curs. Wliile he was speak- 
ing a bullet cut short his remarks and 
he fell dead. 
The views held In 'official circles 


with regard to the situation between 
Turkey and the Balkan allies may be 
set forth as follows: 


WANT NO WAR. 


The Turkish government does not 
desire a resumption of hostilities, but 
the 
European 
powers are yet less 


anxious to witness a renewal of the 
war owing to the danger of possible 
complications 
in Europe. 
Turkey 


realizes her 
condition of 
financial 


penury, hut this condition Is chronic 
to her and means always can be found 
for keeping afloat. 


On the other hand, from a military 
standpoint, Turkey is in a better con- 
dition than ever to wage war with 
advantage, especially as the govern- 
ment believes the forces of tho allies 
are near the point 
of 
exhaustion. 


Nevertheless the porte would prefer 
to avoid further bloodshed if this Is 
possible with honor.

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Fighting Disease Preventions. 


Assemblyman George Gelder of the West Berkeley district 


wants the Legislature to abolish compulsory vaccination in the 
schools at the very moment smallpox is uncomfortably prevalent. 
He is setting up a principle of personal liberty as a protest against 
a health precaution of such demonstrated value that it is sur- 
prising anyone should dispute it. 
Medical science throughout 


the world approves vaccination as a preventive of smallpox, and 
the experience of generations has proved its efficacy. 


Wherever vaccination is general smallpox does not prevail. 


The disease does not spread in communities where vaccination 
is practiced. Moreover, vaccination has decreased the severity 
and fatality of smallpox, robbed it of its terrors as well as its 
dangers. 


Yet some people perversely point to the result as a proof that 


vaccination is unnecessary. Its own beneficent achievement is 
cited as an argument against its own efficacy. A comparison of 
the experience of people who do not practice vaccination with 
the experience of people who- do will dissipate the false impres- 
sions the anti-vaccinationers seek to inculcate. Prior to Dr. Jen- 
ner's discovery Europe v/as periodically ravaged by smallpox. 
Vaccination not dhly made the vast majority of persons inoculated 
immune, but greatly decreased the virulence of the disease. 


As a result there is the least smallpox where vaccination is 


most generally practiced. Smallpox prevails in an inverse ratio 
to the amount of! vaccination. 


Still there are medical practitioners who dispute the efficacy 


of vaccination and contend that the recognized medical authori- 
ties of the civilized world are laboring under a monstrous delusion. 
Arguments which were abandoned in the schools of medicine a 
hundred years ago are hurled today at the sovereign preventive 
of smallpox. 


But there are still people who believe in witchcraft and the 


evil eye. Dogmas and popular errors which were cast into the 
scrap-heap a thousand years ago are still exploited, and the anti- 
vaccinationists are an example of the persistence of exploded 
error. Failures and mishaps due to ignorance, neglect, lack of 
care and skill or the bad blood of patients are cited as proofs that 
the application of healthy virus to healthy people does not ward 
off smallpox. Such is the perversity of human nature. Yet this 
very perversity has compelled critical study and demonstrations 
which have doubly proved the case for vaccination. After one 
hundred and fifty years of trial the weight of medical authority 
is more strongly in favor of vaccination than it ever was. 


The argument in favor of compulsory vaccination is that the 


safety and welfare of the vast majority are superior to the 
prejudices of a comparatively small minority. 
People are not 


compelled to vaccinate their children, but the law requires chil- 
dren to be vaccinated as a condition to attending the public 
schools. People are allowed to neglect a reasonable precaution

And this is the whole history of our experience with vaccina- 


tion. Because smallpox disappears before vaccination it 
is 


argued that smallpox is a disappearing disease and that vaccina- 
tion is ineffectual and unnecessary. Thus the success of demon- 
stration as a proof that it is without effect and that its results 
are due to natural causes. Prejudice usually goes by the rule of 
contraries, and in this matter perversity consoles itself with the 
delusion that the triumphs of vaccination are a proof of its 
futility. 


The action of the Building and Loan Commissioner in taking

Sultan Mahmoud is 
clay in the hands of the conspirators who originally put Turn on 
the throne. 


It is in accord with the fitness of things that our old friend, 


Shefket Pasha, should be the head of the new government. He 
brought the army from Saloniki to back up the Young Turks' 
movement when thejold Sultan was deposed, and he held the reins 
of power till a counter revolution compelled him to retire. The 
Young Turks did not redeem their promises, neither did they 
stop the persecution of Christians in Macedonia or correct the 
most glaring of the abuses which flourished under Abdul Hamid, 
The constitution they promulgated was subordinated to the pre- 
cepts of the Koran, therefore the guarantees of the constitution 
proved futile and deceptive. 


The latest revolution is a protest against the dismemberment 


of the Ottoman empire in Europe. It is a futile protest, all the 
more futile that it is prompted by Islamic prejudice and unreason 
on one side and by sordid personal ambition on the other. The 
fall of the Moorish power in Spain was hastened by the rebellions 
and intrigues among the Moslems themselves. They were flying 
at each other's throats when the" Spanish legions were thunder- 
ing at the gates of Granada. Venal treachery was the natural 
result. 


In Constantinople ,the despotism founded on ignorance and 


fanaticism is rotten to the core, and is following its predecessors 
to ruin. It has flowered and fruited, and it is now withering root 
and branch because there is no further excuse for its existence. 
It came as a destroying agent and its appointed work has been 
accomplished. It superseded a jrotten and corrupt civilization, 
professedly Christian, because it was more virile and really more 
virtuous. It has decayed in the natural order, while the purified 
and regenerated Christians of the Balkan states have proved 
themselves •worthy and able to reclaim their own. - 


The Young Turks.propose to continue the war. A continuation 


o£ the war will hasten the expulsion of the Turks from Europe. 
The ultimate solution of the near eastern question is the com- 
plete elimination of Turkey from the map of Europe.

of the progress of art, from Its rise, al- 
most, to Its apo»ee, and through the 
various phases of decline and 
renais- 


sance to Its modern state 
Tho study of 


medals" being allied to the studv of coins. 
It la worthy of note that, according to 
Herodotus, the Lydians were the first to 
introduce the use of gold 
and 
silver 


tokens stamped with an official deilte 


Medals, like coins, are made In most 


of the precious metals, as well as In 
Iron, copper, lead and alloys. Large med- 
als are knonn as medallions, and the 
earliest examples proper are medallions 
of ancient Rome, which for the most 
part are of bronze, though some are of 
silver and cold 
These Roman 
medal- 


lions •usually have a d'afneter of about 


Inches, but In weight they vary very 


much 
Medallions of earlier data than 


117 A. D are extremely rare and conse- 
quently very valuable 
A well-known 


example, of great beauty, Is the gold 
medallion of Caesar Augustus 
Of much 


earlier date, however, are the famous 
Syracusan medallions, so called, although 
they are used as coins 
These medal- 


lions, which are generally admitted to be 
the finest s-nd most perfectly executed 
that liava ever been struck, belong to 
the best period of Greek art, 400-336 B. 


C. On their faces they 
bear an Ideal 


head, magnificent in Its swinging sculp* 
tuiesque lines, and upon the reverse * Jf 
representation of a victorious quadratic, 
portrayed with a vigor of action worthy 
of those old Greek masters 


Many of the finest medieval medn'a 


were cast by a special process, others 
are In repousse work 
The earliest di\s 


of the Renaissance brought about a r»- 
vival In 'he medalllc art, and, between 
1430 and 1459 Vlttore Plsano, the Vero- 
nese painter, produced some of the fin- 
est medals e\er struck since Grecian 
times. PJsano's medallions, which usual- 
ly bore the Inscilption, Opus Plsanl Plc- 
torls,, are notable for the fidelity and 
broadly effective technique of thalr por- 
traiture. It was not until early In tha 
sixteenth century 
that 
medals 
nera 


struck from engraved dies, In the man- 
ner of coins, and the first produced In 
this way seems to have been the medal 
of Pope Julius IT, struck about 1608. 


In Germany Albert Durer was an early 


exponent of the art who won great fame: 
and the Dutch Jettons, 
Or medalets, 


which •nera Issued In the sixteenth and 
the early years of the seventeenth cen- 
turies, afford a particularly imperlsh&bla 
record of the stirring: events wWeh, dur-- 
Ing that time, centered the whole atten- 
tion of Europe upon Holland. The Eng- 
lish medalllc art goes tack no farther 
than Henry VHC, but onward from tha1 
reign of Edward VI we find a continu- 
ous series of coronation medals.!—London 
Globe

Not only cm 
It handle larger loads more eocpEdltlously, 
but as well. It does not require the. same 
degree attention as Is necessary to keep 
the animal up and moving.

further Improvement of the auto truck, 
the zone of usefulness for the nag wlir ba 
diminished even more than Is the casa 
todav.

California 
Leads in Motor Cars 


From the records of the motor vehicle 


department of Secretary of State Jordan's 
office, at the close of business. Tuesday, 
1912, comes the story of how California 
invested approximately $68,320,000 in au- 
tomobiles and leads the continent in the 
number of motor cars purchased during 
the last twelve months. 
N 


Jordan's office records show that there 


wera 29,160 motor vehicles, exclusive of 
motorcycles, purchased by Callfomia.ln 
the year Just closed. The attaches of the 
motor vehicle department, who have been 
keeping close tab on the purchases in the 
various states, declare that this number 
Is five thousand more than New York, 
California's closest competitor. 'On Oc- 
tober 1, New York state had registered 
approximately 19,000. 


There are now operated within the 


borders of the state, exclusive, of ma- 
chines imported here from other states, 
92,199 motor cars, representing an In- 
vestment of $184,398,000. This estimate 
Is made on the computation that the av- 
erage oar costs $2000- 


Comparatlve figures indicate that the 


purchases In California for 1912 increased 
about 10,000 cars. In 1911 the number of 
cars registered with 
the Secretary of 


State was 19.31E. 


Chauffeurs 
numbering 65^6 received 


certificates In 1912 as against 4481 in 
1911. 


The approximate revenue from motor 


vehicles for 1912 will amount to- $75,000. 
Or this amount $58,320 is for automobile 
registration and J11.132 for chauffeurs' 
licenses. The remainder Is made up In 


- This Is an Increase of approximately 
$25.000 over 1911, when automobile reg- 
istrations contributed $38,430; chauffeurs' 
licenses, $8082; transfers, $2913; and du- 
plicates, $13,750, of a total of $50,'l42. , 


Massachusetts, with but half the num- 


ber of automobiles that California has, 
derives a revenue of almost half a mill- 
Ion from its motor cars, while other

E hear some women boast with ignorant pride in 
the fact that they know positively nothing about 
cooking, and as for sewing they seem to glory in 
their inability to take a stitch, as if such ignorance 
were a stamp of aristocracy. Every girl should be 
taught to cook a dinner, and cook it perfectly, be- 


fore her education is completed, in justice to herself and her 
future happiness.' Should every girl be fortunate enough to 
go through a college course she should be sent to a college 
wHere the study of cooking "is added to the curriculum, for a 
practical knowledge of cooking is as necessary to the health 
and beauty of womanhood as the knowledge of grammar.

Many colleges boast of correctly educating girls to become 


wives, as though wifehood was the only.means of existence 
for women. If such were the case the college education would 
begin and end with cooking, sewing and obstetrics. But it is 
not true, for a modern college education is not conducive to 
wifehood, nor does it teach a love of home life. Rather, it fills 
a girl's mind with superficial knowledge of many useless 
branches of study, with little practical knowledge on any sub- 
ject. She returns* to her home with a superior sort of egotism 
and patronizes her mother and father if they are not up in 
modern slang. She has lost all that makes for perfect wom- 
anhood—simplicity and love of humanity—in her search for 
so-called higher education. Every girl should start her edu- 
cation at home. She should be a happy, joyous cook, a house- 
cleaner. She should indulge in the pleasure of making at least 
half; of her wardrobe. She should glory in the beauty of suf- 
ficient knowledge to know when things are done right. How 
can she govern servants if she herself does not know how to 
do the things she wants them to do? How can she bring up 
her children without a knowledge of their necessary require- 
ments ? Every girl should be taught these things, after which 
a college education can only improve her. Remember, .whether 
every girl marries or does not marry, her education should 
start ini.the home.

Dr. J. N. Force, chairman of the City 
Club's committee on Infectious and con- 
tagious diseases, under the auspices of 
which the m-eetlng -was held, presided. 
About 600 persons were present. 
Dr. F. P. Gay of the University de- 
partment of pathology told of tho prac- 
tise of vaccination and the good it had 
accoTnpliihed. Dr. "W. A. Sawyer, head 
of the State Hygienic Laboratory told 
of 
the manufacture of virus, the ex- 
tremely cleanly way in which it is han- 
dled and the efforts that are made to 
protect It from contamination of 
other 
germs, such tuberculosis and tetanus. 
"Headache, Indisposition, fever, sore- 
ness, perhaps a day or two In bed," de- 
clared Dr. Sawyer "are the normal re- 
sults- of thorough vaccination. In return 
for this slight Inconvenience ithe person 
vaccinated Is assured probable immunity 
for life and total immunity for several 
years." . 
Dr. Sawyer made plain that there "are 
two factors of vaccination, the vaccine- 
Itsolf and Its application and the dress- 
ing and care of the patient. He showed 
that the-cases that have subsequent diffi- 
culty nray" trace their trouble to 
un- 
cleanly and careless handling of their 
wound. 
Dr. Gillihan 
illustrated 
his address 
with pictures showing the progress-, 'of 
several recent cases in this city. 
He 
said:

"I do not-believe that fifteen people 
in this audience really know what small- 
pox is. Qlve me the most loathsome 
other disease' you can think, of'and I can 
discount Its disgusting features a thou- 
sand-fold with one case of smallpox. I 
presume any of j'ou would know your 
own child, husband, brother. I tell you 
that J have had persons say to me after 
their loved one has had this disease for 
one week: 'Qood heavens, doctor! That's 
not my child I" 
HISTORY OF LAW. 
„-J 
Drl Benton detailed the history of the 
vaccination law in this state. He pointed 
out that conscientious 'scruples, disabil- 
ity and "failure to take'1 cards -would 
not be accepted when school reopens 
next Monday: that only children with 
certificates of successful vaccination will 
be sidmitted. 
The' address of Dr.- Gay was an accu- 
rate -analysis of the history of vaccina- 
tion "anff the benefits It had accomplished. 
Dr. Gay, who Is an International figure 
in scientific circles, drew upon his own 
observations and those of his compeers 
to show that vaceinatioiOiad really ac- 
complished all It was claimed it could 
do. It had saved 'thousands of lives, he 
declared. 
He explained the setting up 
of a national or sectional immunity to 
smallpox, accomplished through the vac- 
cination of all persons, thus shutting the 
disease. out of any country or section. 
Tho latter point was also emphasized by 
Dr. Force, who rleclared that Smalliox 
had been a practical stranger In 
Ger- 
many for ten years because of the thor- 
oughness of vaccination In that country.
